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Senate signs off on primary 
election shift, benefits bill

FRANKFORT — Legislation 
to move Kentucky’s future pri- 
mary elections passed the Senate 
last week, along with a bill that 
would restrict health benefits at 
state agencies and universities to 
family members. 

Senate Bill 3, sponsored by 
Senate President David Will- 
iams, R-Burkesville, would shift 
the date of the state’s primary 
elections to late August and the 
filing deadline for those races to 
late April. Under current law, 
candidates file by late January for 
primaries in late May. The move 
would allow the same amount of 
time between the filing deadline 
and the primary, but would 
shorten the total election season, 
Williams said. 

The move would also make 
General Assembly sessions more 
productive, Williams said. Under 
the current system, he said, law- 
makers may be hesitant to cast 
controversial votes until they 
know whether they have opposi- 
tion for re-election. “This is the 
mother of all transparency bills. 
This is the mother of all account- 
ability bills,” he said. 

The bill would not affect this 
year’s elections. The filing dead- 
line has already passed for this 
year’s May 20 primary. 

While regular state primaries 
would be later, presidential pri- 
maries could be moved up, Will- 
iams said. Under SB 3, the presi- 
dential primaries could be held 
on “Super Tuesday,” when the 
largest number of states hold 
their primaries and caucuses. 
This year’s big day will be Feb. 
5, when 24 states select their 
presidential convention del- 
egates. 

“I have resisted participating 
in the past because of the size of 
the state,” he said, noting that 
Kentucky could get lost among 
larger states holding elections on 



that day. Many 
states can affect 
the presidential 
race in 2008, 
though, be- 
cause of their 
early primaries, 
Williams said. 
“The citizens of 
this commonwealth want to par- 
ticipate in the process,” he said. 

The Secretary of State and the 
State Board of Elections would 
be able to shift the date as neces- 
sary if the legislature is not in 
session to do so. 

The legislation would also 
eliminate the gubernatorial run- 
off primary, currently in place if 
no candidate in the primary re- 
ceives 40 percent of the vote. 
Since being instituted for the 
1995 governor’s race, the provi- 
sion has never been triggered. 

Sen. Tim Shaughnessy, D- 
Louisville, questioned adding a 
standalone presidential election 
while eliminating the potentially 
costly gubernatorial runoff. 
“Kentucky can’t afford six mil- 
lion dollars right now,” he said. 
“We can’t afford to mandate that 
to our local governments, our 
county clerks, our county gov- 
ernments, and we certainly can- 
not afford to absorb that cost into 
our General Fund.” Shaughnessy 
also said that in 1988, the last 
time Kentucky participated in 
Super Tuesday, turnout was dis- 
appointing. 

The bill passed on a 21-14 
party-line vote. 

Senate Bill 112, sponsored by 
Sen. Vernie McGaha, R-Russell 
Springs, would tightly define 
who is eligible for health benefits 
at state agencies and universities. 
The plan would eliminate ben- 
efits recently offered by the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky and Univer- 
sity of Louisville to unmarried 
couples and domestic partners. 
The bill passed on a 30-5 vote. 

Both bills now move to the 
House for its consideration.

Legislative Update 



From Majority Leader Rocky Adkins 
and State Rep. John Will Stacy 



Frankfort, KY: Majority 
Leader Rocky Adkins, (D-Sandy 
Hook) and Rep. John Will Stacy 
(D-West Liberty) reflected upon 
the governor’s budget proposal 
given before a joint session of the 
House and Senate of the Ken- 
tucky General Assembly this 
week. 

Facing unprecedented rev- 
enue shortfall the governor’s 
budget cuts deeply into almost 
every department of state govern- 
ment except primary education, 
Medicaid and corrections. 

The $18.8 billion dollar 
spending plan proposed by Gov. 
Beshear calls for drastic cuts at 
state universities, provides no 
additional money for pay raises 
for teachers, and a significant re- 
duction in most state agency bud- 
gets. 

“The governor was clear - 
Kentucky must exert fiscal dis- 
cipline and serious belt-tighten- 
ing to get back on the path to fi- 
nancial stability,” said Rep. 
Adkins. “However, there was 
some good news in the 
governor’s budget recommenda- 
tions, especially for Morehead 
State University and Rowan 
County.” 

Because Gov. Beshear pro- 
posed restoring the $166 million 
in university projects previously

vetoed by Gov. Ernie Fletcher, a 
long-awaited, 107,000 square 
foot student recreation center 
would be built on MSU’s cam- 
pus at a cost of $39 million. 

Renovations would take place 
at Alumni Tower costing $4.6 
million and $2.5 million would 
fund the Business Continuance 
Data Center, a collaboration be- 
tween MSU and Northern Ken- 
tucky University. 

“Restoring these projects is 
spectacular news for Morehead 
State University and its stu- 
dents,” said Rep. Stacy. “We 
have waited too long for these 
important projects and I’m very 
pleased to see their inclusion in 
the governor’s budget.” 

A proposal that would relocate 
the Maysville Community and 
Technical College to the Rowan 
County Technical College Cam- 
pus was also included in the 
governor’s budget. The pro-

posed 150,000 square foot new 
campus would cost $1.5 million. 

Another $5.7 million has been 
recommended to replace and up- 
grade MSU’s heating plant bag 
house pollution control system 
and retube the coal fired boilers. 

The governor also recom- 
mended to maintain the basic 
seek formula for funding our el- 
ementary and secondary schools 
and proposed these additional 
projects: 

$10.3 million for the World 
Equestrian Games at the Ken- 
tucky Horse Park 

$9 million for runway im- 
provements at Lexington’s Blue 
Grass Airport 

$100 million for school facili- 
ties construction 

$60 million for “Bucks for 
Brains” to attract top researchers 
to our universities 

$100 million in bonds for road 
and infrastructure for the Fort 
Knox expansion and realignment 
effort 

$50 million for economic de- 
velopment bonds 

$50 million for water and 
sewer infrastructure projects for 
coal-producing counties 

Gov.Beshear recommended 
that Kentucky honor the commit- 
ment made to our agricultural 
community to allocate 50% of 
the Master Settlement Agreement 
funds to agriculture develop- 
ment. 

“This is just the first step in 
the budget process,” said Rep. 
Adkins. “The governor did the 
best he could with what he had 
to work with and now the House 
of Representatives will consider 
his recommendations and see 
where we can make improve- 
ments, especially in higher edu- 
cation.” 

House Democrats are continu- 
ing their Commitment to Ken- 
tucky Families agenda. “This 
week, we passed several good 
pieces of legislation from that 
agenda that will strengthen state 
government and help our return- 
ing military go to college,” said 
Rep. Stacy. 

House Bill 250, an executive 
branch ethics reform package, 
passed the House with a vote of 
94-0 and is now on its way to the 
Senate for consideration. Under 
House Bill 250, executive branch 
employees would receive manda- 
tory ethics training; public offi- 
cials who establish legal defense 
fund would be required to iden- 
tify their donors, and public ser- 
vants would be prohibited from 
using their positions to seek other 
employment or contract services 
for themselves. 



House Bill 120, passed the 
House with a vote of 94-0 and 
would assist students who delay 
their college education because 
of service in the military. Under 
this legislation, students would 
have their eligibility for Ken- 
tucky Educational Excellence 
Scholarships (KEES) extended 
by the number of years the stu- 
dent was on active duty status. 
Students who served in the U.S. 
Public Health Service, Peace 
Corps and Americorps would 
also be eligible for the extension. 

“It has been a very busy week 
and I know many challenges lie 
ahead,” said Rep. Adkins. “But 
we’re rolling up our sleeves and 
concentrating on promoting our 
Commitment to Kentucky Fami- 
lies agenda while we begin the 
House budget review process.”

"turn off the lights!" However, lighting is one of the smaller 
energy users in homes accounting for a little more than 5 
percent of total energy use.

Compact fluorescents allow you to use fluorescents lighting in places you never could 
before. Begin replacing your incandescents bulbs with compact fluorescents where ever 
practical. 

With incandescents, higher-wattage bulbs are generally more efficient and produce more 
light per watt-hour than smaller-wattage bulbs. For example, you may be able to replace 
two 60-watt lamps with one 100, get about the same light, and save 20-watts. 

Install occupancy sensors so lights go off automatically in unoccupied rooms.

It was July 1973 when I first 
met Dr. Bellamy at the new Mor- 
gan County ARH hospital. Dr.

Today is the 18th day of the 
60-day session and there have 
been 440 House bills and 128 
Senate bills introduced, and bill 
requests total almost 1,700. So 
far legislative action has been 
slow since many incumbents 
were waiting for the Jan. 29 fil- 
ing deadline.

Beshear’s biennial budget ad- 
dress Tuesday evening.

to Sections I and II. Section VI 
increases the current bed allot- 
ment for all county jails by ad- 
justing the 1983-84 formula by 
the CPI. This will provide an ad- 
ditional $12 million. Section VII 
provides that the state begin pay- 
ing the per diem to the counties 
for housing a state prisoner at the 
day of entry of either a verdict or 
guilty plea instead of the day of 
final sentencing. Since the aver- 
age time frame from the verdict 
to the final sentencing is approxi- 
mately 25 days, this would 
equate to an annual savings to 
counties of around $7 million. 

While all of these measures 
are very costly to the state at a 
time when there appears to be a 
state budget crisis, counties can- 
not continue to be ignored on the 
issue that constantly breaks our 
budgets. 

HOUSE BILL 360, spon- 
sored by Rep. Darrell Owens, in- 
creases the pay of election work- 
ers and at the same time requires 
the state to reimburse counties for 
election costs at a much higher 
amount. Currently, counties re- 
ceive a $255 reimbursement per 
precinct. However, Gov. Beshear 
proposes to slash this figure to 
$200. Our surveys indicate elec- 
tions average close to $2,000 per 
precinct and the language in the 
bill provides for $1,500 per pre- 
cinct. County officials are only 
on the ballot every four years and 
it is reasonable to expect us to 
foot 25% of the bill. However, 
school board elections, city coun- 
cil elections, state legislative 
elections, federal elections and 
constitutional officer elections 
combine to take up about 75% of 
the election cycle and the amount 
of reimbursement to counties re- 
mains miniscule.

Beshear asks approval 
of $38 million to expand 
prison at Sandy Hook 

With money running short in 
Frankfort, Elliott County appears 
to be one of the few winners in 
Gov. Steve Beshear’s proposed 
2008-2009 budget. 

If approved by the legislature, 
$38 million in the governor’s 
proposed Justice Cabinet budget 
will go eo expand the medium 
security Fittle Sandy Correc- 
tional Complex near Sandy Hook 
to accommodate an additional 
816 inmate beds. 

The Elliott County prison, 
which opened in 2005, currently 
houses 972 inmates and employs 
a staff of 230 correctional offic- 
ers and support staff. 

Elliott is the home county of 
House Democrat Majority 
Deader Rocky Adkins, who was 
instrumental in the initial drive 
to locate the prison in 

In his budget address on Jan. 
29, Beshear noted the need for

more space to house serious and 
violent offenders that cannot be 
held in jails an minimum secu- 
rity facilities. 

The state expects to house up 
to 24,000 felons within two 
years, the governor noted, at a 
cost of nearly $400 million. In 
1970, he said, the state correc- 
tions budget was $7 million and 
had about 2,800 state prisoners. 

Noting that the crime rate over 
the past 30 years has remained 
virtually flat while the incarcera- 
tion rate has jumped 600 percent, 
Beshear said he intends to create 
a criminal justice task force to 
review the state’s penal code in 
an effort to reduce the growth of 
inmate population. 

Robert Fawson, a UK College 
of Faw professor, who wrote a 
lot of the original penal code 30 
ears ago, has criticized changes 
by lawmakers which have in- 
creased numbers of crimes and 
lengthened sentences. 

“I have believed for several 
years now that nothing short of a 
major law reform of the penal 
code will repair the damage,” 
Fawson said.

Stamp machines 
being phased out 
in E. Kentucky 

The U.S. Postal Service is 
phasing out its stamp vending 
machine services in Kentucky, 
but the West Liberty Post Office, 
which recently installed a new 
stamp dispenser, is not on the list 
for the time being. 

The Postal Service decided to 
remove machines from several 
Eastern Kentucky locations for 
several reasons, including a de- 
cline in stamp vending machine 
sales. 

During February, cash-only 
vending machines will be re- 
moved from post offices and 
businesses throughout Eastern 
Kentucky. 

Postal officials said the stamp 
vending machines are now obso- 
lete and are no longer being 
manufactured, which means re- 
pairs are more costly. Also, the 
vending machines accept cash 
only, and an increasing amount 
of people prefer using debit or 
credit cards for stamp purchases, 
he said. 

The vending machine in the 
West Liberty Post Office accepts 
both debit and credit cards and 
cash.
